er and authority is limited to the ſaid Earle, 
and others.the Commiſſioners therein na- 
med, to heare and determine all offences, and 
miſdemeanours, ſuits, debates, controaerfies 
and demands, cauſes, things, and matters 
whatſocver therein contained , and within 
certaine precinds in the ſaid Northerne parts 
therein ſpecified, and in ſuch manner asby 
the id Schedule is limited and appointed:

And although the former Preſidents of 
the ſaid Councell had never put in pra&tice 
ſuch InſtruQions , nor had they any fuch In- 
ftrucions, yet the ſaid Earle in the moneth 
of May in the faid 8. year, and divers yeates 
following, did put in praQice, exerciſe, and 
uſe, and caufed to be uſed and put in praQice 
the ſaid Commiſſion and Inſtructions, and 
did dire and exerciſe an exorbitant and un- 
lawfull power and juriſdi&tion on the per- 
ſons and eſtates of his Majeſties ſubje&s in 
thoſe parts, and did diſ-inherit divers of his 
Majeſties fubje&s in thoſe parts of their in- 
heritances,ſequeſtred their poſſeſſions, & did 
fine, ranſome.puniſh and impriſon them,and 
cauſed them ro be fined, ranſomed, puniſhed 
and impriſoned,to their ruine & de —

and namely, Sir Coniers Darcy, Sir Ichn Bour- 
cher, and divers others, againſt the Lawcs, 
and in ſubverſion of the fawe. And the ſaid 
Commiſton and Inftruftions were procu- 
red and iflued by the advice of the faid 
Earle, 

And he the ſaid Earle, to the intert that 
ſuch illegall and unjuſt power might be exer- 
ciſed with the greater licenſe and will, did 
adviſe,counſell, and procure further dire&i- 
ons, inand by the ſaid Inſtruftions to be gi- 
ven,that no prohibition be granted at all,but 
in caſes where the ſaid Counſell ſhall exceed 
the limits of the ſaid inftructions: And that 
if any Writ of Habeas Corpm be granted, the 
party be not diſcharged till the party per- 
forme the. Decree and Order of the ſaid 
Counſell. 

And the ſaid Earle in the 13. yeare of his 
now Majeſties reigne, did procure a new 
Commiſſion to himſelfe and others therein 
appointed, with the ſaid Inftructions, and 
other unlawfull additions. 

That the ſaid Commiſion and InſtruRi- 
ons were procured by the ſolicitation and 
advice of the ſaid Earle of Strafford.

tizens of Dublin, and other his Majeſties 
Licge people, declare and'publiſh , that

further ſaid, that their Charters were nothing 
worth, and did binde the King no further then he

That Richard Earle of Corke having ſu- 
ed Out Proceſle in courſe of Law for reco- 
very of his poſſeſſions , from which he was 
put by colour of an order made by the faid 
Earle of Srrafford, and the Councell Table 
of the ſaid Realme of Ireland, The ſaid Earle 
of Strafford,upon a Pope petition, without

And upon a Petition exhibited in Oto- 
ber, 165 by ThomaSHibbors againit dame 
Mary Hibbots VWiddow ',' to bum the ſaid 
Earle of Strafford, the faid Earle of Straf- 
ford recommended the ſaid Petition to the 
Counſell Table of Jreland, where the 
moſt part of the Counſell gave their vote 
and opinion for the ſaid :ady, but the ſaid 
Earle firding fault hereivith, cauſed an 
order to bee entred againſt the ſaid Lady, 
and threatned her that if ſhe refuled ro 
{ubmit thercunto, | he -would"iripriſon het, 
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and fineher five hundred pound ;thar if ſhe 
continued obſtinate,hee would continue her 
impriſonment , and double her fine every | 
month'by month, wherof ſhe was enforced 
to relinquiſh her eftate in the land queſtio- 
ned inthe faid Petition, which-ſhortly was 
conveyed to Sir Robert Meredrthto the uſe 
of the ſaid Earle of Strafford. 


And the ſaid Earle in like manner did

the true value of the commodity,was inhan-

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by which undue meanes the ſaid Earle ha- 
ving gotten the whole Trade: of Tebacto, 
into his owne hands ., hee ſold it at great 
and excefſfive prices, ſuch -as he liſt to im- 
poſe-for his owne profit. 


And the more to aſſure the ſaid IMornu- 
poly of Tobacco, he the ſaid Earle on the 23. 
day of February, in the thirteenth yeare a- 
foreſaid, did iſſue another. Proclamation 
commanding that none ſhould pur to fale 
any T obacco by whole-fale, from and after 
the laſt day of Mayythen next following, 
but what ſhould bec made up into Rolls, 
ard -the fame ſealed with two ſcales by 
himſelte appointed, one at each end of the 
Roll. - And ſuch as was not ſealed to be 
ſeized , appointing fixe pence the pound 
for a:reward ro ſuch perſons as ſhould ſeize 
the { me -: and the perſons in whoſe cyſto- 
dy the unſealed Tobacco ſhould be found 
ro be committed to Gaole, which laſt pro- 
clamation was covered- by a pretence of 
the reſtraining of the ſeale of unwholeſome 
Tobacco, bur it was truely to advance the 
ſaid Monopoly. 

W hichProclamation the ſaid Earle did 
rigorouſly pur in execution, by ceazipg the 
goods, fining, impriſoning, whipping, and 
Puttins the offendors againſt the ſamePro- 

clamation

clamation on the pillory, as namely, Barnaby 
Hubbard, Edward Covena, Tohn Tumen, and 
divers others : & made the Officers of State, 
and Juſtices of Peace, and ether Officers to 
ſerve him in compaſſing and executing theſe 
unjuſt and undue courſes, By which cruel- 
ties and unjuit Monopolies, the faid Earle 
raiſed 100000. pounds per anrmmm gaine to 
himſelfe. And yet the faid Earle, though he 
inhanced the Cuſtomes, where it concerned 
the Merchants in generall, yet drew downe 
the impoſt formerly taken on Tobacco,from 
{ix pence the pound to 3. pence the pound, 
it being for his owne profit ſo to doe. And 
the ſaidEarle,by the " Wnagher other rigorous 
and undue meanes, raiſed ſeverall other Mo- 
nopolies and unlawfull exa@ions for his 
owne gaine, U!Z. on Starch, Iron pots,Glaſ- 
ſes, Tobacco pipes, and ſeverall other com- 


modities.

ThatFlax being one of the md and 
native Commodities of that Kingdome of 
Trelazrd, the ſaid Earle having gotten great 
quantities thereof into his hands, and grow- 
ing on his owne Lands, did iflue our ſeverall 
Proclamations, U7z, one dated the one and 


twentieth day of May, inthe eleventh of his 
D Ma- 
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Majeſtics raign, and the other dated the one 
aud thirticth of {azuary in the fame yeare, 
thereby preſcribing anp enjoyning the wor- 
king of Flax into Yarne aud Thread;and the 
ordering of the ſame in ſuch waies, wherein 
the Natives of that Kingdome were unpra- 
&iſed and unskilfull : which Proclamations 
ſo iſſucd,whereby hisCommands and War- 
rants to his Majeſties Juſtices of Peace,and 
otherO fficers,and by other rigorous meanes 
put in execution, and the Flax wrought or 
ordered in other manner then as the ſai1dPro- 
clamation preſcribed , was fſcazed and em- 
ployed ro the ure of him and his agents, and 
thereby the ſaid Earle endeavoured to gain, 
and did gaine in effe& the ſole ſale of that 
native Commodity.

Thar the ſaid Earle of Strafford, by Pro- 
clamation dated the ſixteenth day of O#o- 
ber, inthe fourteenth yeare of his Majeſties 
raigne, did impoſe vpon the Owners, Ma- 
ſters,Purſers,and Boatſivaines of every ſhip, 
a nei and unlawfull oath,v:2.that they(two 
or more of them) immediately after the ar- 
rivall of any Ship within anyPort orCreeke 
in the ſaid Kingdome of 7re/a-d,ſhould give

That the ſaid Earle of Strafford trayte- 
rouſly and wickedly deviſed and contrived 
by. force of Armes ina warlike manner to 
{\nbdue the Subje&s of the ſaid Realme of 
Jrelaid, to bring them vnder his tyrannicall 
power and will,znd in purſuance of his w ic- 
ked and trayterous purpoſes aforcſaid, the 
ſaid Earle ofStrafford in the eighth yeare of 
his Majeſties raigne, did by his owne autho- 
rity, without any warrant or colour of Law, 
tax and impoſe great ſummes of money up- 
on the Townes of Baltemore, Baudenbridge, 
Talowe, and divers other Townes and pla- 
ces in the ſaid Realme of Jreland, and did 
cauſe the ſame to be levied upon theInhabi- 
tants of thoſe Townes by troopes of Souldi- 
crs, with force andarmes, ina warlike man-

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ner, And on the ninth day of March, inthe 
twelfth yeare of his now Maje/zes raigne, 
trayterouſly did give authotity unto Rovert 
Savile a Ser jeant at armes, andto the Cap- 
taines of the companies of ſouldiers, in ſe- 
verall parts of thatRealme, to fend ſuch num- 
bers of Souldicrs to lye on the Lands and 
Houfes of ſuch 2s would not conforme to his 
orders, untill they ſhould render obedience 
to his ſaid orders and warrants,and after ſuch 
ſubmiſſion (and not before) the ſaid Souldi- 
ers to returne to their Garriſons. And did 
alſo iſſue the like warrants vnto divers others, 
which warrants were in warlike manner , 
with force and Armes put in execution ac- 
cordingly , and by ſuch warlike meanes did 
force divers of his Maieſties ſubje&s of rhat 
Realme to ſubmit themſelves to his unlaw- 
full commands. 


And in the ſaid twelfth yeare of his Ma- 
teſties raigne , the ſaid Earle of Strafford did 
trayterouſly cauſe certaine troupes of horſe 
and foote, armed in warlike manner, and in 
warlike array,with force and armes;to expel 
Ryechard Butler from the poſſeſſion of Caſt le- 
Cumber, in the Territory of Idough, in the 
faid Realme of 1relard, and did likewiſe and 
1m like warli1ke manner , expell divers of his 
Mateſties Subjects from their houſes, fami- 

| lies, 
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es, and poſſeſſions, as namely Edvard Brey- 
man, Omen Oberman, Patricke Oberman, Sir 
Cyprian Hors fi eld p and divers others, to the 
number of about a hundred. families, and 
tooke and impriſoned them and their wives, 
and carried them priſoners to Dubliz, and 
there detained them vntill they did yeeld 
up, ſurrender, or releaſe their reſpeQive 
eſtates and rights. 


eAnd the ſaid Earle, in like warlike max- 
ner, hath, during his goverament of the ſaid 
Kingdome_ of Ireland, ſubdued divers others 
of his Majeſiies Subjetts eaſe to his will, and 
thereby and by the meanes aforeſaid, hath levi- 
ed YVarremithin the ſaid Realme , agaiit 
his Majeſtie ard his liege people of that 
K ingdome_. 


XVI. 


That the ſaid Earle of Strafford, the two 
and twentieth of February, in the ſeventh 
yeare of his now Majeſtzes raigne, intending 
to oppreſle the ſaid Subjects of Jrelaza, did 
make a propoſition, and obtained from his 
AMazeſtie an allowance, that no complaint of 
injuſtice or oppreſſion done in7relazd, ſhould 
be received in Ezglard againſt any , unlefſe 
it firſt appeared that the party made firſt his 
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addreſſe ro hitn the ſaid Earle : and the ſaid 
Earle having by ſuch uſurped tyrannicall and 
exorbitant power , expreſſed in the former 
Articles,deſtroyed the Peeres and other ſub- 
jects of that Kingdome of Ireland; in their 
lives, con{Ciences, land, liberties, and eftates, 
the ſaidEarle tothe intent the better to main 
taine and ſtrengthen his power, and to bri 
the people into a diſaffetion of hisMajeſty, 
as aforeſaid, did ule his Majeſties name 1n 
the execution of his ſaid power. And to pre- 
vent the ſubjects of tharRealme of all means 
of complaints to his Majefty,and of redrefſe 
10ainft him and his agents , did iſſue a Pro- 
inativa bearing date the ſeventeenth day 
of September, in the eleventh yeare of his 
Majeſties reigne, thereby commanding all 
the Nobility, undertakers and others , who 
held eſtates and offices in the ſaid kingdome 
(except ſuch as were employed in his Maje- 
{ties ſervice, or attending in England by his 
ſpeciall command) to make their perſonall 
reſidence in the ſaid Kingdome of Ireland, 
and not todepart thence without licence of 
himſelfe. And the ſaid Earle hath ſince iſſu- 
ed otherProclamations to the ſame purpoſe, 
by meanes whereof the ſubje&s of the ſaid 
Realme are reſtrained from' ſeeking reliefe 
againſt the oppreflions of the ſaid Earle 
without his licence:which Proclamation _

That the ſaid Earle having by ſuch meanes 
as aforeſaid, ſubverted the governtment and 
lawes of the Kingdome of Ireland, did in 
March inthe ſixteenth yeare of his Maieſties 
Reigne, in ſcandall of his Maieſty, of all his 
Kingdomes, and in further execution of his 
wicked purpoſes aforeſaid , ſpeaking of the 
Armies in Ireland, declare, that his Maieſty 
was ſo well pleaſed with the Army of Irc- 
land, and the conſequence thereof, that his 
Mateſty would certainly make the ſame a 
patterne for all his three Kingdomes.

That the faid Earle of Strafford, for the 
better effecting of his traytrous deſtgnes and 
wicked RETERS A did endeavour to draw de- 
penlency upon himſelfe of the Papiſts in 
both Kingdomes of England and Ireland, 


andtothat end during the time of his govern

Realme of Treland, conſiſting of eight thou-

one thouſand were drawne out of the elde eAr- 
2y there conſiſting of two thouſand foote,and 11 
their places there were a thouſand Papiſts, or 
thereabouts , pat into the ſaid old eArmy by 
the ſaid Earle. 


And the more to ingage and tye the neiv 
Army of Papiſts to himſelfe, and to encou- 
- rage them, and to diſcourage and weare out 
the old Army, the faid Earle did fo provide; 
That the ſaid new eArmy of Papiſts were duly 
paid, and had all zeceſſaries provided for 
them, and permitted the exerciſe of therr 
Religion, but the ſaid old eArmy were for 
the ſpace of one whole yeare and uprards ai-

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And that the ſaid Earle being, appointed 
a.Commiſsioner ' within eleven feverall 
Counties in the Northern parts of England, 
for compounding with Recuſants For their 
forfeitures due to his Majeſtie,which com- 
miſsioh beareth date the eight day of July 
inthe fifch yeare of his Majeſties Reigne 
thatnow is, and being alſo receiver of the 
compoſition money thereby arifing and of 
other debts, duties , and pendltics for his 
Majeſties uſe, by Letters Parents, dated the 
ninth day of thefaid Iuly : hee, ro engage 
the ſaid Recuſants ro him, did compound 
with them at lowe and under rates,and pro- 
vided that they ſhould bee diſcharged of all 
procecdings againſt them, in all his Maje. 
ſties Courts, both temporall and ecclefiaſti.

That the ſaid Earle having taxed and 
levied the ſaid impoſitions, and raiſed the 
ſaid Monopolies, and-committed the ſaid 
oppreſsions in his Majefties name, and as 
by his Majeſtics Royall command, heethe 
ſaid Earle in May the fifteenth yearc'of his 

E Majeſties 
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Majeſties Reigne, did-of his owne authori- 


ty contrive and frame a new and unuſuall 
oath, by the purport whereof among many 
other thzngs;the party taking the ſaid oath, 
wasto ſweare that hee. ſhould not proteſt 
againſt-any of his Majeſties Royall com- 
mands, but ſubmit themſelves in all obedi- 
encethereunto. Which oath he ſo contri- 
ved coenforce the ſame on the ſubj«&s of 
the Scottiſh Nation inhabiting in Ireland, 
and out of a hatred tothe ſaid Nation, and 
ro put them to a difcontent with his Maje- 
ſic and his government there, and compel:

- theretotake the ſaid oath, ſome hee grie- 
vouſly fined and impriſoned, and others he 
deſtroyed and exiled, and nauely, the r0. 
of October, Anno Dom. 16 39.he fined Hey. 
ry Stewardand his wife;who refuſed to take 
the ſaid oath five thouſand pounds a peece, 
& their two daughters '8& James Gray three 
thouſand pounds a peece, and impriſoned 
them for nor paying the ſaid fines. The ſaid 
Henry Stewards wite and daughters e&Fames 
Gray, being the Kings liege people of the 
Scottiſh Nation, and divers others he uſed 
inthe like manner : and the ſaid Earle upon 
thar occafto:1 did declare, that the ſaid oath 
didnot onely oblige them in point of alle-

That the ſaid Earle in the 15.and 16. 
yeeres of his Maieſtics rcigne, and divers 

es paſt, laboured and endeavoured to 
begerin his Majeftie an. ill opinion of his 
Subje&s, namely, thoſe of the Scottiſh na+ 
tion, and divers and times, and eſpe- 
cially fince the pacification made. by his 
Majeſty with his ſaid ſubjes of Scorland 
inſummer,in the fifteenth yeere of his Ma- 
jeſtics reigne ; he, the ſaid Earle did labour 
and endeyour roperfwade, incite, and pro- 
voke his Majeſty to an offenſive warre a> 
gainſt his ſaid ſubjects of the Scottiſh Na- 
tion: and the ſaid Earle, by bis counſell, 
ations, and endevours , hath beene and 
is a principall and chiefe incendiary of the 
warre and difcord berweene bis Majeſty 
and his Subjedts of England, and the ſaid 
Subjects of Scotland, and. hath —_ 
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and adviſed his Majeſtic, that the demand 
made by the Scots.in chis Parliament were 
a ſufficient cauſe of warte againſt them. 
The ſaid Farle having formerly expreſſed 
the height 8 rancor of his minde towards 
his ſubjects of rhe Scottiſh Nation, viz. 


the tenth day of October, in the fifreenth' 


yeare of his Majeſties reigne, hee ſaid that 
the Nation of the Scots were rebels, and 
trayrors z and he being then about to come 
to England, h& then further ſaid, thar if it 
pleaſed his Maſter (meaning his Majeſtie) 
to ſend him backe againe, hee would roote 
our of the ſaid Kingdome ( meaning the 
Kingdome of Ireland ) the Scottiſh Nati- 
on both root and branch.

That the ſaid Earle of Strafferd, ſhortly 
after his ſpeeches/-mentioned inthe laſt 
precedeat Article, to wit, inthe fifteenth 
yeere of his Majeſties Raign, came into this 
Realme

Realme of England, and was, made Lord 
Lievtenant of Ireland , and continued hs 
governement of that Kingdome by a Depu- 
ty: At his arrivall here, finding that his 
Majeſty wich much wiſedome and good- 
neſle had compoſed the troubles in the 
North, and had made a pacification with 
his Subjects of Scotland; hee laboured by 
all meanes to procure his Majeſtic to breake 
that pacification, incenſing his Majeſty a- 
gainſt his Subjects of that Kingdome, and 
the proceedings of the Parliament there. 
And having incenſed his Majeſtieto an of- 
fenfive warre againſt his ſaid Subjects of 
Scotland, by. Sea and by Land; and by 
pretext thereof, to raiſe Forces for the 
maintenance of that warre : hee counſel- 
led his Majeſtie tocall a Parliament in Eng- 
Jand, yet the'ſaid Earle intended, ifthe 
ſaid proceedings of that Parliament ſhould 
not bee ſuch as would ſtand with the ſaid 
Earle of Stafford miſchievous deſignes, 
hee would then procure his Majeſtie to 
breake the ſame, and by waies of force 
and power to raiſe monies upon the ſaid 
SubjeRts of this Kingdome, 


And for the incouragement of his Ma- 
zeſty to hearken to his advice; hedid betore 
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his Majeſty and his Privie Councell, then 
ſitring in Counfell , make a large Declara- 
tion,that he would ſerve his Majeſty in any 
other way, in caſe the Parliament ſhould 
not ſupply him. 


XXII. 


That in the moneth of March, before 
the beginning of the Jaſt Parliament, the 
faid Earle of Strafford went into lreland, 
and procured the Parliament of that King- 
dome to declare their aſſiſtance in a warre 
againſt the Scots, And gave direQions for 
the raiſing of an Army conſiſting of 8000 
foor, and 1oco horſe, being for the moſt 
part Papiſts, as aforeſaid. And confedera- 
ting with one Sir George Radcliffe,did toge» 
ther with him the faid Sir George, traytc- 
rouſly conſpire to imploy the faid Army 
for the ruine and deftrution of the King- 
dome of England, and of his Majeſtics Sub- 
jeas, and of altering and ſubverting of the 
fundamentall Lawes of this Kingdome. 


And ſhortly after, the ſaid Earle of Straf- 
ford rerurned into England, and to ſundry 
perſons declared his opinion to be, that his 
M ajeſty ſhould firſt try the Parliament here,

Thar upon the thirteenth day of April] 
laſt, the Parliament of England met, and 
the Commons houſe(then being the repre- 
ſentative Body of all the Commons in 
the Kingdome ) did according to the truſt 
repolcd 1n them, enter intodebate and con- 
fideration of the great grievances of this 
Kingdome, both 1n reſpe& of Religion, 
and the publike Libercie of the Kingdome , 
and his Majeſty referring chiefly to the 
ſaid Earle of Strafford, and the Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury , the ordering and diſpoſing 
of all matters concerning the Parliament: 
He the ſaid Earle of Strafford, with the al- 
ſiſtance of the ſaid Archbiſhop , did pro- 
cure his Majeſty, by ſundry ſpeeches and 
meſſages, rourge the ſaid Commons houſe 
ro cnter into ſome reſolution for his Maje. 


ſtics ſupply, for maintenance of his warre 
againſt 
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againſt his Subje&s of Scotland , before 
any courſe was taken for the reJiete of the 
great and preſſing grievances, wherewith 
this Kingdome was then afflicted. Where- 
upon, ademand was then made from his 
Majeſty, of ewelve Subſtdics, for the re- 
leaſe of Ship-money onely ; and while the 
ſaid Commons then aflembled ( with ex- 
preſſions of grear affefion to his Myjeſty 
and his {ervice ) were in debate and conft- 
deration of ſome ſupply, before reſolution 
by them made, He the ſaid Earle of Straf- 
ford, wich the telpe and aſſiſtance of the 
ſaid Archbiſhop, did procure his Majeſty 
ro diſſolve the laſt Parliament, upon the 
fifch day of May laſt : and upon the ſame 
day, the ſaid Earle of Strafford did treache- 
rouſly, falſely, and maliciouſly endeavour 
ro incenſe his Majeſty againſt his loving 
and faichfull SubjeRs, who had been mem.

ply .che King, they had given him the ad- 
vantage to ſupply himſel by peber ayes:
